Winter Training Areas 
Stimulated to New Growth 


By Bill Rone 


Cotumsia, S. C. Thoroughbred train- 
ing in South Carolina for many years 
called to mind Aiken. Camden or Colum- 
bia. These communities. along the sandy 
Fall Line. were the traditional vacation 
homes of the Thoroughbreds in this state, 
and most of the large stables in winter 
quarters migrated quite naturally to the 
excellent facilities offered at these famous 
centers. 

More and more the monopoly is being 
shattered. This year there probably are 
as many Thoroughbreds located in the 
farm country between Columbia and 
Charleston. as there are in the big camps. 
The stables are scattered from little St. 
Matthews to smaller Holly Hill, from 
even littler Elloree to tiny Eutawville. 

This area. extending south from the 
string of centers along the mid-state Fall 
Line. which divides the hill country from 
the coastal plain, makes a kind of “T’— 
the Thoroughbred section of the state. 


A veteran trainer once said that a bull- 
dozer could make a good race track on 
any flat piece of land in this area. This 
may be a bit of hyperbole, but it isn’t too 
far from the truth. 

There are 6 training tracks located in 
Calhoun County, of which St. Matthews 
is the county seat, and about 90 per cent 
of the state’s Thoroughbred breeding is 
centered in Calhoun. 

The veteran Sport Haymaker several 
years ago purchased an old track near 
Elloree. in Orangeburg County. and he 
winters there. Eddie O’Brien has long 
wintered his horses at Eutawville. site of 
a famous Revolutionary War battlefield. 
Trainer Lucien Laurin’s Branchdale 


Jockey Club, near Holly Hill, serves as 
the winter base for the public stables of 
Laurin and Maurice J. (Junie) Bresna- 
han Jr.. and the layout there rivals Colum- 
bia. Camden. and Aiken as a training 
center. With the help of Louis Wolfson’s 


Harbor View Farm, which has been break- 
ing its yearlings at Branchdale for the 
past 3 years, the Laurin track has perhaps 
produced more successful runners in the 
past half-decade than any one of the 
other major centers. 

Here are a few notes picked up on a 
recent tour of the section. 


Good Year for Laurin 


There is a new crew in charge of train- 
ing at Laurin’s place this year. (Laurin, 
of course, races a string in Miami. visiting 
at his farm only periodically.) 

The trainer’s brother-in-law and long- 
time farm manager, Andy Gauthier, ac- 
cepted an attractive offer to manage Wolf- 
son’s new breeding and training farm at 
Ocala. Fla.. and he left on January 1. 
after having broken the 1960 yearling 
crop. 

The heir-apparent to Gauthier’s job is 
his younger brother Peter, who came down 
from home town Montreal only last Sep- 
tember. Peter, a former semi-pro hockey 
player and airline employee. has always 
been interested in horses. While Peter 
learns the ropes, Laurin’s foreman, the 
veteran Henry Hoeffner, will be on hand. 


R. N. Webster’s great mare Quill is. 
of course, the queen of the 58 horses that 
Laurin has had in Holly Hill all winter. 
All but 16 of these are 2-year-olds. 

Among the other older horses of inter- 
est is Carleton Palmer’s *El Toro. Im- 
ported last year. *El Toro figures to be a 
competent performer on the grass. 

Hoeffner believes that 2 horses owned 
by George Cavanaugh Jr.. may be of 
stakes class. One is the 3-year-old filly 
Cook Out. winner of 2 allowance tests at 2: 
she was fifth to Bowl of Flowers in the 
Gardenia Stakes. She has wintered beau- 
tifully and should be under colors early 
in the New York season. She is by *Boli- 
var II—Blue Wave. 

Another Cavanaugh filly. Clean Hands. 
by *Royal Gem II—Blue Violin. ran sev- 
eral good races as a 2-year-old in 1960. 
Bigger and broader. she seems ready to 
move up in class.

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When the Sign Is Right 


We have had several inquiries concern- 
ing the sign. Some of them came from 
persons who apparently never heard of 
the sign; they could only ask the signifi- 
cance of those “little squiggles” or “hier- 
oglyphs” appearing in the calendar on 
the Reminders page. Our own knowledge 
of the subject is limited, since we never 


got past Demonology 80 in college, but . 


perhaps we ought to share what little en- 
lightenment we have. 

A few years ago we had a letter from 
Mme. G. du Bois de Roest, asking for 
information on the sign, and this was one 
of the letters we answered. Late in Oc- 
tober of last year we had the pleasure of 
visiting the stud, on a portion of the 
Waterloo battlefield, which is the head- 
quarters for this distinguished lady’s 
multiple operation as a successful breeder, 
owner, and trainer in Belgium—and in 
other countries whenever she happens to 
have a runner approaching the class of 
*Todrai. 

It was dusk by the time we left the 
race course, and dark when we reached 
the farm, but our gracious hostess pro- 
ceeded at once to take us on a tour of 
the stables, turning on the light in each 
box as she went. The foals—most of them 
seemed almost as big and well developed 
as Keeneland and Saratoga yearlings— 
were still with their dams. After going 
down the first 2 shedrows. we began to 
realize that the physical condition of 
these mares and sucklings was the best 
we had seen in Europe. But an irrepres- 
sible curiosity had developed. 

“When are you going to wean them.” 
we asked. 

“Tm waiting,” she said, “until the sign 
is right.” 

The question had been asked at the 
wrong time. We should have waited until 
we were in the house. There, with all the 
lights turned on, we might have discovered 
whether she spoke with a gleam in her 
eye, or a twinkle. 

It may be that others, by taking proper 
recognition of the sign, can do as well 
as Mme. du Bois has done—especially if 
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they feed as well as she does and other- 
wise match her high standards of hus- 
bandry and horsemanship. 

The advantages of weaning by the sign 
are known to many Kentuckians. If you 
wean when the sign is the leg. you 
will have no trouble at all. The mares 
will dry up, without getting milk leg. The 
foals will gallop happily into the paddock 
and start a baseball game or something. 
This is what the orthodox tell us. 

Few of the orthodox, however, seem to 
know why one should wean by the sign. 
We can only attribute this ignorance to 
the fact that our Sunday Schools do not 
have an ag department. They give so little 
instruction on the 6.480.000 lesser gods. 
the 218.723.000 demons. and the 47.8 bil- 
lion permutations that the present gener- 
ation has virtually no training in the 
magic of warding off the inevitable— 
except the sign and knocking on wood. 
Almost anyone can knock on wood to 
keep the local demons from interfering 
with his affairs. but the sign is a cosmic 
matter. 

When Ahura Mazda created the uni- 
verse. he produced first the celestial 
sphere and set the zodiacal signs and the 
other constellations in it. Then he created 
the moon, and after that the sun. Each of 
the signs occupies an angle of 30 degrees 
in the heavens: 6 of them are north of 
the equator and 6 are south. The scientists 
of the ancient world divined various influ- 
ences. beneficent and malign. associated 
with the passage of the sun through the 
different signs. 

If a ram. for instance. was born when 
Aries (Y) was in the ascendant. it would 
have thick fleece. When the Egyptians 
learned. from Babylonian sources. how 
profound was the sign’s influence. they 
looked into the matter carefully and dis- 
covered the terrible consequences of 
ignoring its omens. They were able to 
specify individual destinies according to 
the day and hour of birth. A person born 
on one specified date was to have his 
mortal existence terminated in the jaws 
of a crocodile. 

The signs of the zodiac correspond to 
the 12 months of the year, 12 organs of 


the body (2 hands, 2 feet, 2 kidneys, the 
gall, intestines, liver, pancreas, throat, 
and stomach), 12 tribes of Israel, 12 
labors of Heracles, and whatever you 
happen to have 12 of. In the simplified 
modern version, Aries the Ram_ corre- 
sponds to the head, Taurus the Bull, to 
the neck; Gemini the Twins, arms; Can- 
cer the Crab, breast (this sign is being 
changed to Smoky the Weed); Leo the 
Lion, heart; Virgo the Virgin, bowels; 
Libra the Balance, kidneys; Scorpio the 
Scorpion, loins; Sagittarius the Archer, 
thighs; Capricornus the Goat. knees; 
Aquarius the Waterman. legs: Pisces the 
Fishes. feet. 

We didn’t know why it was best to wean 
when the sign was in the legs until a 
member of the American Academy of As- 
trology explained it (The Blood-Horse, 
October 13, 1945): “The reason for 
choice of Aquarius to wean in, is, it is the 
most barren of signs, a ‘dry, airy’ one, and 
though followed by a water sign, and a 
fertile one, it is the last of the 12, the 
end of things, and the 2 rule (or influ- 
ence) the blood. and serous fluids of the 
body. and therefore facilitate absorption 
of the milk secretion back into the body.” 


This is as clear as who’s on first. When 
the moon is in the constellation Capri- 
cornus, it is in the astrological sign 
Aquarius. As a result of wear and tear 
from constant turning. the earth has slip- 
ped a zodiacal cog, and the situation is 
now so confused that you can’t tell Aries 
the Head from Pisces the Feet without the 
aid of an expert. Horse breeders now ap- 
proach the problem empirically: if 
everything turns out well. the sign was 
right. 

At the beginning of 1962 the moon will 
be in trine with Explorer XII and Bottle- 
neck IV. We take this as an auspicious 
occasion for discontinuing publication of 
the sign in The Blood-Horse. Thereafter 
we shall be happy to send a free copy of 
the Ladies Birthday Almanac to anyone 
who wishes to take full advantage of the 
Science of the Sign. The almanac will be 
better. anyway: it tells what the weather 
will be every day. 
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Jack Price Tries to Be Unemotional, 


But Carry Back Makes It Hard for Him 


Miami. Jack Price. a colorful little guy 
who makes very few mistakes, stood in 
the grandstand at Hialeah Park watching 
Roy Gilbert work a Count Flame 2-year- 
old named Count On Luck. 

“He’s about ready to start.” Price said. 
“T think he’s going to be a good one. He 
digs in and he looks like he'll run all 
day.” 

No one will be surprised if Count On 
Luck lives up to Price’s expectations. The 
owner-trainer seems to have a magic 
touch right now. 

Two days previously Price’s remarkable 
little colt, Carry Back. had won the 
Flamingo Stakes at Hialeah after a bitter 
stretch duel with Fred W. Hooper’s Cro- 
zier, scoring by a head. Since it was 
Carry Back’s fourth start in 4 weeks, it 
could be assumed that the race had taken 
something out of him. 

Carry Back, a dark brown colt. is thin- 
legged. thin-bodied, and light through the 
quarters. Price put him in training in 
August of his yearling season, started 
running him at Hialeah the next Janu- 
ary, and never let up on him until Carry 
Back had won the Remsen at Aqueduct 
on November 8. 

“Run him too hard? I’ve never started 
this colt when he wasn’t sharp and dead 
fit. 

“T suppose you want to know how the 
horse came out of the Flamingo. Perfect. 


I thought it was a hard race for him—- 


until I came out to the barn Sunday 
morning. You’d have thought he just had 
a work Saturday, instead of a race. Didn’t 
miss an oat. And when we walked him 
this (Monday) morning. we had to put 
the chain in his mouth. 

“If there was a race for him this Sat- 
urday, he’d be ready for it.” 

Carry Back has never seen a firing 
iron. “Tll tell you why. This colt doesn’t 
have to run all the way. He only turns 
it on for three-lengths. or a half. When it 
counts. He’s such a light-bodied colt that 
he doesn’t pound on his legs the way 
most horses do. Still. he’s got a normal 
amount of flesh for his size. He’s got 
amazing recuperative powers.” 

Early this year Price was barraged 
with $500.000 offers for Carry Back. He 
considered them seriously. but decided 
against accepting. At the time. he said, 
“I'm not going to sell just Carry Back. 
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By Art Grace 


If somebody wants to buy him. they've 
got to take the whole stable. I don’t want 
the grief of training him for somebody 
else. When you own a_ horse and he 
throws in a bad race, it’s one thing. When 
he runs bad for somebody else you've 
got a dozen guys jumping all over you. 

“Tm willing to sell him, all right. but 
my wife (Katherine) doesn’t want to. I 
guess she’s got to like seeing ‘Mrs. Kath- 
erine Price’s Carry Back’ in the head- 
lines.” 

In the month of February Carry Back 
added $111.718 to his earnings—$84.370 
of it in the Flamingo. 


“Now there’s no chance of my selling 
him.” Price said. “I don’t need the money 
any more. You might say Carry Back 
has earned his right to stay with us.” 

Price. who owned a_ manufacturing 
plant in Cleveland before going into 
racing 5 years ago. attempts to present 
an unemotional facade when he discusses 
Carry Back. He often compares the colt 
to one of his machines. professing no 
more affection for Carry Back than for 
nuts and bolts. 


“A machine is constructed to do a job: 
a horse is bred to run. What’s the differ- 
ence? I admit Carry Back has a big 
heart. and he tries. That’s about it. My 
wife is the one who gets attached to our 
horses.” 

Yet Price couldn't wait to claim back 
a plater named Sinner’s Quest for $5,000. 
This was a week after he had lost him 
for $3.500. Why? 

“Because I like the horse. As much as 
Carry Back.” 
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News 


Carry Back’s schedule now calls for a 
prep at Gulfstream Park before the Flor- 
ida Derby, on April 1, then the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness. Price also has com. 
mitted Carry Back to Gene Mori’s Jersey 
Derby at Garden State. 

As long as he is in Florida, Carry Back 
will be stabled at Hialeah. “I live in 
South Miami. and it’s too much of a 
trip for me to stable him at Gulfstream,” 
Price said. “Ill van him over a couple 
of times and work him there.” 

Carry Back is by Saggy—Joppy. and 
Price couldn’t have guessed that he would 
get a horse of classic potential when he 
bred the mare. Joppy had been acquired 
for a $150 feed bill owed Price, plus 
another $150 Price threw in on the deal. 

“IT was just hoping to get a horse that 
could win some races. that’s all. I sup- 
pose that when—and if—Carry Back beats 
good horses going a mile and a quarter 
they'll accuse me of throwing in a ringer. 
They won't believe Joppy.” 

Joppy was used by Price as a riding 
horse for a time, at his farm in Ohio. 
When he decided to sell the farm and 
ship 3 mares to Florida, he accepted the 
chance to breed to Saggy. Joppy con- 
ceived Carry Back in Maryland, but the 
colt was foaled at Ocala Stud in Florida. 
Joppy had raced 6 times, never in the 
money. And she was a terrible gate horse. 

“She must have got hurt in the gate 
sometime.” Price said. “She’d have a fit 
every time she saw a gate. Now Carry 
Back has had trouble in there (he failed 
to come out in the Champagne) but it’s 
not the same thing. 

“Carry Back just walks in there and 
relaxes. The longer the wait, the more he 
relaxes. You have to have a man in there 
with him. Hartack wanted somebody in 
there with him in the Champagne, but the 
colt was standing so quiet they didn't 
expect anything to go wrong. Next time 
they put a man in with him.” 

Carry Back won a maiden race at Hia- 
leah. then an allowance race at Gulf- 
stream. “And then he didn’t win a thing 
until October—the Cowdin. Seems like 
T couldn’t run him in anything except 
stakes. Those allowance prep races either 
didn’t fill. or I couldn’t run the horse 
for some reason. Still. he’d won $50,000 
going into the Cowdin without having won 
a stakes.” 
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Carry Back, on the outside, put Crozier under attack at the sixteenth-pole, took a sharp bumping near the finish, but hung 


on to win the Flamingo Stakes by a head. He had had a rough trip 10 days earlier, when he beat Sherluck in the Everglades. 


Carry Back won the Cowdin, but he 
loafed in the gate in the Champagne. 
John Sellers became his regular rider in 
the Garden State Prep. and the colt had 
a rough trip that day, finishing fifth. less 
than a length off the winner. His only 
defeat since then was in his first start of 
the winter, the Bahamas Stakes. 

On the morning of the Flamingo. Price 
was calm and confident. 

“This colt has never been better. He 
certainly ought to win it. Some trainers 
are afraid to go out on a limb. Not me. 
This colt’s no maiden at getting beat. He’s 
got beat 17 times already. It won't kill 
me if he loses one more time today.” 

Price. always co-operative. submitted to 
a winner’s circle interview before the 
fifth race on the card, for television tape. 

“The interview was supposed to be 
somewhere else, but when they asked me 
to do it in the winner’s circle I had to go 
along. I didn’t like it. Then they put the 
Flamingo cup on the table. and I got a 
little sicker. Sellers come by on the horse 
he was riding in the fifth race and shouts 
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at me. “Aren't you being a little previous. 
Mr. Price?’ I gave him a sick grin. 

“And Lou Pondfield (general manager 
of Pimlico) calls me up Saturday morn- 
ing and asks me to please say that Carry 
Back will run in the Preakness when they 
interview me after the race. 

“T explained to him that they hadn't 
run the race yet. 

“Don’t worry. you'll win it.” he said.” 

Price did not give Sellers any instruc- 
tions. “Half the time the jocks don’t fol- 
low instructions anyway. I give my _ in- 
structions to the horse. T just told Carry 
Back to hurry.” 

Carry Back figured to have trouble 
with Sherluck and Crozier. In a roughly 
run Everglades 10 days before. Carry 
Back had won by only half a_ length. 
with Sherluck second. a head in front 
of Crozier. Carry Back had circled 5 
horses on the stretch turn. then had cut 
in at a 45-degree angle. Crozier bore in 
on the stretch turn. cutting in front of 
Vapor Whirl. then bumped Sherluck at 
the eighth-pole. Sherluck bumped _ into 


Carry Back. and bounced back into 
Crozier. 

In the Flamingo it was Your Bill, some- 
thing of an added starter, which ran out 
of his shoes and made the pace. He open- 
ed up 2 lengths on the backstretch, with 
Crozier second on the outside, Sherluck 
third. Kings Song fourth. and Carry Back 
fifth. 9 lengths off the leader. 

Going to the far turn, Your Bill led 
by 214 lengths. Crozier was second on 
the outside. Sherluck third on the rail, 
and Carry Back was starting his move 
on the outside. 

At the three-eighths-pole Crozier, with 
Chris Rogers up. collared Your Bill, rid- 
den by Heliodorus Gustines. Carry Back, 
still on the outside. was third. 

Your Bill hung on grimly into the 
stretch. but as soon as the 2 leaders 
straightened away for the drive Crozier 
started to pull away. As he moved past 
Your Bill. he bore in toward the rail. He 
probably intimidated Your Bill, but he 
did not interfere with him. 

At the eighth-pole Crozier led by 1144 
lengths. with Carry Back running at him 
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and Your Bill out of contention. At the 
sixteenth-pole Carry Back drew along- 
side Crozier. but was unable to put him 
away. 

With 50 yards to go Crozier started to 
bear out. Rogers. who had been hitting 
left-handed. had to put his whip away 
and hand-ride in an attempt to keep his 
mount off Carry Back. He did not suc- 
ceed. In the final 40 yards Crozier was 
lying right on Carry Back. 

The 2 ran as a team until the last 
jumps. when Carry Back surged forward 
and got his head in front. Your Bill was 
8 lengths back in third place, followed 
by Sherluck. The time was 1:5035. 

Chuck Parke. trainer of Crozier, said 
the colt was perfectly sound. “I think he’s 
running away from the whip.” Parke said. 
“There isn’t a thing wrong with him.” 


Secondary Feature 


Calumet Farm’s Kentucky Derby hope- 
ful, Beau Prince. beat 5 others in a 
7-furlong allowance race on the day of 
the Flamingo Stakes at Hialeah Park. 

Harbor View Farm’s Garwol and Mrs. 
Herbert Herff’s Intensive. each starting 
for the first time in 1961, gave the Calumet 
colt his most serious opposition. Garwol 
had made his last start at Pimlico on 
November 19, when he won the Pimlico 
Futurity. Intensive had started last in the 
Remsen Stakes at Aqueduct on November 
8. running fourth to Carry Back. 

Intensive and Beau Prince were held off 
the pace. Coming into the stretch, Inten- 
sive assumed a clear lead. Beau Prince 
moved into second. and Garwol started 
his rush. In the final sixteenth Intensive 
gave way. and Beau Prince beat Garwol 
by a half-length. 


Swollen Pastern Prevents 


Prove Its Eastern Trip

Los AnceLes. As Prove It jogged 
across the finish line an easy winner of 
the Santa Anita Handicap, a veteran ob- 
server of the racing scene exclaimed, “I’ve 
never seen a horse win an important stakes 
any easier. Not even Swaps was ever 
eased up at the wire more than that.” 


He did not mean that Prove It, the colt 
which has brought the Rex Ellsworth 
stable to the top in California racing 
again, is as fine a horse as Swaps. After 
all. in winning the Santa Anita Handicap. 
Prove It had carried only 115 pounds, 
and the field behind him was not the best. 

But the point is that Prove It, had he 
not been eased to a walk by Willie Shoe- 
maker in the last 70 yards, would have 
shattered the track record of 1:5944 hung 
up by Round Table in this same stakes 
3 years ago. Prove It’s time for the mile 
and a quarter was 2:00. and. to put it 
conservatively. he probably could have won 
by 7 lengths instead of 214. 


Virtually all the experts, and most of 
the fans in the crowd of 52,346. had con- 
ceded victory to Prove It long before the 
field of 11 reached the post. The 4-year- 
old late-developing son of *Endeavour If 
did not disappoint them. Never worse 
than third. he ran flawlessly. and was in 
such complete charge that Shoemaker 


touched him once. very lightly. with the 
whip and that was all. 


On Sunday, after his victory in the Santa Anita Handicap, Prove It developed 


a swelling in the pastern of his left fore leg. 


Mish Tenney stands by. 


Closest behind him at the wire was 
Jacnot Stable’s To Market colt Oink, with 
Kerr Stables’ Grey Eagle third, and Mr. 
and Mrs. R. O. Schulze’s First Balcony 
fourth. Ralph Lowe’s New Policy was 
sixth, with C. V. Whitney’s Tompion 
eighth, and C. W. Smith’s American 
Comet last. Tompion carried top weight 
of 124 pounds, and had the race been run 
2 months ago he probably would have 
been a favorite. But he has been off his 
game lately, and went to the post at 
8.90 to 1. 

Ellsworth and Mish Tenney parried 
questions of Turf writers regarding future 
plans for Prove It, saying they would have 
to wait to see how the colt cooled out. But 
they clearly had in mind the Gulfstream 
Handicap. 

[Editor’s note. On Monday after the 
race Tenney revealed that, on the pre- 
vious day, he had detected a slight filling 
in the pastern of Prove It’s left fore leg. 
He did not think the condition was 
serious. but he decided to send the colt 
to the Ellsworth ranch at Chino for fur- 
ther examination and treatment. | 

Asked about reports that he might sell 
Prove It for $1.5 million, Ellsworth re- 
marked that he, too, had heard the 
“rumors.” 

Ellsworth and Tenney refused to com- 
pare Prove It to Swaps, but they did say 
that they were never for an instant worried 
during the running of the Santa Anita 
Handicap. 

Grey Eagle rushed to the front at the 
start. as everyone had expected that he 
would. Prove It, on the outside. and Oink, 
on the rail, were closest behind him. It 
was never anything but a 3-horse race. 

Near the half-mile-pole, Oink moved up 
along the rail into second place, and there 
was an audible gasp of surprise as Prove 
It dropped back slightly. But Shoemaker 
was not yet ready to make his move. 

Willie waited a few seconds more, and 
then, before going into the far turn, he let 
Prove It go. The colt rushed by Oink 
and, striding smoothly and_ powerfully, 
caught Grey Eagle without trouble. At 
the quarter-pole. he was on top by 3 parts 
of a length, and when Shoemaker flicked 
him with the whip he opened a lead of 4 
lengths. 

Willie looked around, saw that the op- 
position had melted away, put down his 
whip, and let Prove It coast home. About 
70 yards from the wire, he let up on 
Prove It some more, and the colt jogged 
under the wire. His slow finish made the 
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result look a lot closer than it was, be- 
cause Oink kept driving to salvage second 
money of $20,000 from Grey Eagle. 

“TI thought,” Tenney said after the race, 
“that Prove It was really something to 
see when he turned on the speed from 
the 214-furlong-pole to the eighth-pole. 
That really impressed me.” 

Some of the writers kept prodding Mish 
to compare Prove It with Swaps, and 
Tenney finally said, “Well, he doesn’t have 
the curves that Swaps had. When you 
took at look at Swaps, it hit you all at 
once. Prove It doesn’t look like much, 
until you study him all together. His 
muscles blend evenly, and there are no 
curves. He has filled out a lot since last 
fall, and I think he’s still growing. He 
must be 15:3 now, and I’d guess that he 
weighs 1,100 pounds.” 

What weight would Prove It have to 
carry in his next start? 

“If you keep mentioning weight,” Mish 
said, “youll have me breaking out in 
hives.” 


Whittingham Replaced 


Mrs. Cloyce Tippett announced last 
week that A. T. Doyle had taken over 
the training of her Llangollen Farm 
Stable. replacing Charles Whittingham. 
who had trained the Western division of 
Llangollen since 1953. Doyle had been 
training the stable of Ellwood B. Johnston. 

Mrs. Tippett said the change was made 
because she wanted a trainer who would 
devote his services exclusively to her 
stable. Whittingham maintains a public 
stable. For Llangollen he won numerous 
stakes in California with Porterhouse. 
Mister Gus, Corn Husker and Nashville. 
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The Track Was Not Right, 
But Greek Star Didn’t Know It

New Or eans. Trainer C. V. Reynolds 
inspected the track on the morning of the 
$50.000-added New Orleans Handicap. 
and he was anything but optimistic about 
Greek Star’s chances. Rains had drenched 
the Fair Grounds course repeatedly on 
Friday. turning the strip to slop, but 
early Saturday maintenance crews aided 
by the sun and a brisk wind. had raised 
the possibility of a fast track. Reynolds 
would have preferred the slop. 

“The track looks like it’s going to be 
firm.” he said when he got back to the 
barn. “Greek Star likes a soft surface, a 
sloppy track like he had last week. He 
has always had trouble with his feet, but 
they are just built like that and there’s 
nothing we can do about it.” 

Reynolds demonstrated with the palm 
of one hand. “His feet are narrow, so the 
frog is pushed together and down and 
it hits the ground hard. On a hard track 
it really stings. but when it’s soft and 
sloppy he doesn’t feel it as much.” 

By post time for the first race, the track 
was listed as good. and. sure enough. a 
couple of races later it was fast. Carrying 
top weight of 122 pounds. Greek Star 
closed at 3 to 1. Favored at 7 to 5 was 
Cain Hoy Stable’s All Hands (121). a 


close second in the Letellier. New York 


real estate man Sidney M. Barton told 
friends that he thought little of Greek 
Star’s chances. 

Greek Star. ignoring the pessimists, was 
first out of the gate and in front most of 
the way. with Road House and All Hands 
following in that order. Road House 
threatened briefly at the top of the stretch, 
but jockey Ray Broussard opened up on 
Greek Star. and he pulled away to win by 
2 lengths. 

Gross value of the richest Fair Grounds 
race was $58.150. and Greek Star took 
the winner’s share of $40.650. His time 
was 1:494-. the fastest time ever for the 
race. The 9-furlong track record is 1:4924,. 

Greek Star and All Hands were brought 
from Florida for the Letellier and New 
Orleans. and Dr. Frank J. Recio’s Noble 
Sel came for the latter race only. Noble 
Sel was second in the New Orleans last 
year. when *Tudor Era led a trio of 
Florida invaders to a sweep of the first 
3 places. *Day Court finishing third. Run- 
ning with a screw in his knee put there 
to heal a fracture suffered shortly after 
the handicap last year. Noble Sel ran 
fifth behind the 2-time New Orleans win- 
ner. Mrs. Joe W. Brown's Tenacious. 

Broussard became the second jockey to 
win 3 New Orleans Handicaps. 


Willie Shoemaker waited until the top of the stretch with Prove It, and in short order it was all over for the opposition. 
The colt drew far ahead and crossed the finish line in an easy gallop, winning the Santa Anita by 2!4 lengths from Oink.

Detroit. The Detroit Race Course has 
enjoyed such success with the Michigan 
Mile. its one and only $50.000 stakes. 
that for its forthcoming 63-day meeting 
the track has revived the Michigan Sweep- 
stakes. for another $50,000. President E. 
E. Dale Shaffer said that the DRC would 
offer the twin $50,000 events as a part 
of a record distribution of $1.348,000, to 
be offered May 18-July 29. 

The Sweepstakes originally was _ pre- 
sented in 1958 as part of a $125,000 pack- 
age to lure name horses to the DRC. Shaf- 
fer offered to put up an additional $25.000 
out of his own pocket to any horse which 
could win both races. He had hoped to 
attract such as *Gallant Man, Bold Ruler, 
Round Table, and Swoon’s Son. Only 
Swoon’s Son came, and he failed to carry 
off the sweep. 

“Now that we look back on 
races,” Shaffer said, “we believe 


those 
that 


the public really would like more races 
like them, so we’re bringing back the 
Sweepstakes.” 

There won’t be any $25,000 bonus for 


winning both races. however, and racing 
secretary John Daniel has rescheduled 
the races almost a month apart—June 24 
and July 19. 

In 1958 the jam had left many of the 
horses so much the worse for wear that 
they shipped back to New York and Chi- 
cago. passing up the Sweepstakes. That 
was the last time the Mile was run at a 
flat mile. Now it’s decided at 1;'; miles. 
giving the horses a longer run to the club 
house turn. 

To show their confidence, track officials 
have undertaken a $500.000 project to 
convert their club house area into a plush 
pleasure spot. complete with escalaters, 
glass-enclosed dining terraces, and new 
aluminum roofing. 

“We believe.” Shaffer said, “that our 
purse structure for horsemen should keep 
up with the physical improvements to 
our plant. We are spending a large sum 
right now in improving spectator facilities. 
and over the next 5 years we have projects 
in mind that will involve the expediture 
of at least $1,000,000 more.”

Undertaking his second strenuous race in 10 
days, J. A. Price’s tough little Carry Back took 
a jolting from Crozier in the last sixteenth of a 
mile, but went on to win the Flamingo Stakes by 
a head. In the Everglades Stakes on February 15 
he had been jarred by the same horse and had 
persevered to win by a half-length from Sherluck, 

Your Bill and Crozier made the pace in the 
Flamingo, and Carry Back was about 9 lengths 
behind when he launched his move at the far 
turn. Crozier opened a substantial lead at the top 
of the stretch, and at the sixteenth-pole Carry 
Back finally pulled alongside. About 50 yards from 
the finish Crozier drifted out, bumping the chal- 
lenger rather sharply, but Carry Back carried on 
and in the last strides got his head in front. The 
2 were about 8 lengths ahead of Your Bill, which 
held a substantial margin over Sherluck. (Steward 
Keene Daingerfield told newsmen after the race 
that Crozier, if he had probably would 
have been disqualified.) 

The time of 1:5035, slowest for the Flamingo 
since 1916, was 255 than Bally 
Ache’s record for the event, set in 1960.

When the weights for the Santa Anita Handicap 
were released on December 19, 1960, 14 of the 
86 nominees had higher assignments than Prove 
It, whose impost of 115 pounds appeared to be a 
reasonable appraisal of the colt’s potential.

Chase R. MeCoy’s T. V. Lark, favored over 8 
others in the Washington’s Birthday Handicap, was 
making his first start on the grass since he won 
the United Nations Handicap at Atlantic City 
last September. It was one of his better races at 
the meeting, but was only good enough for third 
place. Geechee Lou, seventh after the first mile. 
moved up strongly on the far outside and wore 
down Don’t Alibi in the final furlong, running 
the 1% miles in 2:26, three-fifths of a second 


slower than the track record set by *St. Vincent 
in the 1955 running of the race.

A top-flight miler at 2 and 3 in France, *Mystic 
Il was imported in the winter of 1957-58 by C. 
Mahlon Kline. chairman of the board of Smith, 
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Kline and French Laboratories. He was third in 
the 1958 New York Handicap, and in 1959 he won 
the Fall Highweight Handicap and Westchester 
Stakes, finished secend in the Diamond State 
and Excelsior Handicaps, and third in the Dixie 
Handicap. Last year, in addition to his victory 
in the Southern Maryland Handicap, *Mystic II 
won the Brandywine Handicap, was second in the 
Capitol, Wilwyn, and Diamond State Handicaps, 
third in the Westchester Stakes and Valley Forge 
and Dixie Handicaps.

Give an Arab an Arabian 


By J. Mortimer Sheppard 


GipRALTAR. The Arabians are not as fast 
as Thoroughbreds, and not as big, but 
theyll “run all day,” and they’ve got 
the hearts of game cocks. Your true 
Arabian is cool under pressure, and for 
this reporter’s money, he has a head that 
contains more gray matter than a stable 
full of Thoroughbreds. 

With the passing of years we have come 
to associate the term “running horse” 
with the Thoroughbred only, but the 
racing of Arabians has never passed from 
the scene since the time of Omar Khay- 
yam, and today there is a sizable circuit 
of tracks that cater almost exclusively to 
Arabian stock. The best known Arabian 
race tracks are located at Cairo. Athens, 
Beirut. Baghdad, and Istanbul. Turkey. 
where they attract large crowds of racing 


enthusiasts and enjoy a heavy pari-mutuel 
play. 

Aside from these recognized tracks 
that are operated on a basis similar to 
the American ovals in that the horses run 
counterclockwise and the surface is dirt 
rather than turf. there is an unlisted but 
widespread activity in Arabian racing that 
is conducted along the lines of the old 
Quarter Horse racing in the United States. 
except that these races. often 2-horse 
matches. are at distances of 1 to 3 miles or 
more. on the edge of desert oases through- 
out most. if not all. of the Arab na- 
tions. And Bedouin sheiks. together with 
their clans. bet their shirts on the outcome 
of these impromptu events. 

Average height of the Arabian is 
around 14 hands. so they are smaller

than Thoroughbreds, and they are closer- 
coupled as well. This should make them 
faster on the break. but since so few 
are trained for short sprints, they do not 
have the early foot that we find in our 
Quarter Horses and sprinters. Unlike the 
Thoroughbred, Arabians are utility ani- 
mals, strictly speaking, that have long 
been adapted to flat racing; they are 
bred. fundamentally, to serve their mas- 
ters as saddle horses under trying condi- 
tions. 

The writer was in Cairo at the time 
Cecil B. De Mille was filming his great 
epic. The Ten Commandments. Albert 
Deane. publicity manager for Paramount 
International Films, introduced me_ to 
Charlton Heston, who had the roll of 
Moses. and we soon discovered that we 
had a common interest in horses. Heston 
told me that he spent most of his free 
time riding one or another of the Arabian 
horses of the Egyptian cavalry. De Mille 
made wide use of native Egyptians in the 
film. and the local government lent him 
mounts from the cavalry and camel corps. 
Heston. with horses at his disposal. had 
developed a marked interest in the breed, 
so much so, in fact, that he had gone to 
some pains to make inquiries concerning 
the Arabians. 

“I have never ridden horses with such 
great hearts, such magnificent courage.” 
Heston said. “They'll give you all they’ve 
got. Did you know that the pure bred 
Arabian has one less vertebra than other 
equines the world over? These cavalry 
officers and Arabs who can afford to own 
a really good Arabian mount find it easy 
to teach their horses to attack a man, 
striking with their fore hoofs and biting. 
They can kill a human adversary in short 
order, but with their owner or a familiar 
rider, they are as gentle and docile as a 
faithful house dog. If their master falls 
from their back, they will stop instantly 
and wait until he remounts, even though 
it means a wait of hours. 

“If told to go home, they will gallop 
off for their stable. Their arrival is an 
indication that the master is injured. and 
they will lead rescuers to the stricken 
man. Quite often in battle a man_ shot 
from his saddle will look up to see his 
loyal mount defending him from = an 
enemy. or hours later, if the battle has 
moved on, he may come to, to find his 
horse waiting at his side or nearby.” 

Of course. this loyalty and service re- 
sults from training, but only the Arabian 
horses. with its exceptional intelligence, 
can be so trained to perfection and de- 
pendability, and for many generations the 
horsemen of Arab blood have specialized 
in this training. their secrets and methods 
being handed down from father to son. 

Hood blinkers are almost never used 
on an Arabian in flat racing. for they are 
unnecessary. When an adversary looks him

Naturally, 
one Arabian will outrun another, but it 
is rare indeed for one of them to outgame 
another. Some Thoroughbreds have this 
attribute, coming from behind, but quite 
a number are front runners and “can’t 
take it” when looked in the eye and match- 
ed stride for stride. Many good points, 
aside from speed, that Thoroughbreds 
possess, can be traced directly to the 
Arabian. 

American, English. and Irish breeders 
have unquestionably improved the Thor- 
oughbred strain in the one sense of speed. 
but at some sacrifice. The upper-class 
Arabs demand much more from. their 
horses, and both the training and _ breed- 
ing of Arabians is to provide the maximum 
in all-around usefulness and performance. 

Nor is the Arabian a slow horse by any 
means. When trained for sprints, as some 
very few have been, they can often turn 
in a quarter-mile at a 24-second clip, and 
at a Sahara oasis, I clocked a quarter 
race in :2314. which is not exactly slow 
motion. 

Over distances of 2 or 3 miles. or more. 
the average Arabian would, I believe. 
gradually close on a Thoroughbred and 
leave it far behind. But there again it is 
a matter of training, and I would not pre- 
sume that a Thoroughbred. with its great- 
er size, could not defeat an Arabian over 
a real distance if trained accordingly. 


The greater number of Arabian horses 
marketed in Egypt and the Middle East, 
indeed as far away as India, come from 
Mesopotamia and Jordan, where nomadic 
Bedouin tribes breed from the original 
Nejdi stock under conditions of more 
favorable pasture than is to be found in 
Arabia proper. 

Outmoded by modern weapons and 
tanks, cavalry is seldom used in present- 
day warfare, but in remote desert areas 
cavalry is still employed, and no horse 
is attuned to desert fighting quite as well 
as the Arabian. which will go for longer 
periods without water or forage than any 
living domestic animal except the camel. 
Owners. trainers, and breeders assert that 
this is not due to any lack of need for 
water or food on the part of the Arabian. 
but simply because its great heart and 
courage enable it to endure what another 
breed of horse could not. The Arabian is 
a fighter in every sense of the word. 

Another characteristic of the Arabians 
is their genuine affection for the human 
who is kind to and cares for them. Their 
regard for the man is not often misplaced. 
for however cruel an Arab may be in 
his relationships with his fellows. he will 
treat his horse with a consideration that 
exceeds that which he bestows upon his 
wife (or wives) or even his children. 
When the chips are down. an Arab will 
share his last bit of bread or handful of 


dates and his last skin of water with his 
mount. In writing of the human Arab, 
I refer to virtually all nationalities of 
Arab blood and Moslem religion. 

It is a beautiful thing to watch an 
Arab come out of his desert tent and 
whistle or cry for his horse, then to see 
the animal, grazing on the sparse vege- 
tation fringing an oasis, prick its ears, 
whinny loudly, turn, and come, not at a 
reluctant walk, but at a fast gallop. 

Bat and gaffs are used on the tracks 
that support Arabian racing, but they are 
used with far more moderation than we 
are accustomed to employ. and I would 
say that the laying on of them is more 
in the nature of a signal than a goad. The 
jock in the pilot house is not their mas- 
ter. and they would not respond to his 
voice as they would to that of the owner. 

Of course. on the Arabian racing circuit 
the horses lose something of their spirit of 
devotion when ridden by different jocks. 
They realize instinctively that this is a 
“job to do.” and they go about it with 
their usual willingness. but not with the 
close relationship and understanding that 
exists between the desert Arabian and 
his Arab owner-rider. 

But for all that. you would, I think, 
get a genuine boot of pleasure in watch- 
ing these Arabian horses race. There is 
something true and fine about them that 
gets you. if you know what I mean.

the French Canadian his biggest year. On 
the other hand, his Holly Hill neighbor, 
public trainer M. J. (Junie) Bresnahan 
Jr., had what he considered a very dis- 
appointing campaign, although he saddled 
22 winners. 

Junie’s disappointment stemmed _pri- 
marily from an early injury to W. P. 
Stone’s George Barton. The handsome 
Irish trainer had figured this son of 
*Peter Flower—Oreja ready for a big 3- 
year-old season. On Memorial Day, the 
colt won the feature at Suffolk Downs, 
in near record time, but in the process an 
old sand crack was aggravated. The hoof 
split as if it had been hit by an axe. A 
new hoof had to be grown and he was 
not able to go back into training until 
late January. 


Bresnahan said George Barton, which 


earned money in each of his 10 starts, 
had the disposition to be a top horse, 
could handle any kind of going, and ap- 
peared to be able to go a distance. 

The present schedule has George Bar- 
ton starting in New England after the first 
of May. Then, if all goes well, he will be 
taken to New York or New Jersey for 
stakes engagements. 

Among the 30 Thoroughbreds Bresna- 
han has quartered at his increasingly at- 
tractive Domquil Farm is a familiar one 
which was missing last year—K. D. 
Smith’s ever-honest Coloneast. The 7-year- 
old has scored 13 of his 14 wins under 
Bresnahan’s tutelege. He was shipped to 
Florida for winter racing last year, and 
there he broke down. He was blistered 
twice, and he now seems to be sound 
again. He has been in training since Jan- 
uary 1. 

If Coloneast does not stand up he will 
he retired to the stud at a farm Smith 


purchased last year, about a mile from 
the Holly Hill track. 


Prickett’s Expansion 


At his farm near St. Matthews, young 
breeder-owner-trainer Mackie Prickett 
made his plans for the first part of the 
coming season without figuring on Mrs. 
Hellen, the 7-year-old home-bred daugh- 
ter of Noble Creek whose earnings 
($120.765) surpass any South Carolina- 
bred horse’s in recent years. 

A speed horse which has won stakes 
in each of the last 4 years, Mrs. Hellen 
injured her right knee last September. It 
was fired, but the knee has broken open 
several times, and it still has a nasty look. 

Prickett hopes to return her to the races 
by September, but if she can’t make it, 
he plans to send her to the young stal- 
lion *Distillate in Kentucky. 

The former University of South Caro- 
lina football star is hoping that the 4-year- 
old Shut Out colt, Business Deal, will take 
up the slack. Purchased privately from 
Greentree Stable, Business Deal had sore 
shins in 1960, but he now seems to be 
the best of the 20 horses Prickett has in 
his racing string. 

The 2-year-old colts which might help 
considerably are Royal Vesper (*Royal 
Gem IIl—Vespers). a short-coupled sprint- 
er which was bought at Keeneland, and 
Cricketeer (Old Rockport—Spy Ring), a 
home-bred. 

Prickett is now standing 3 stallions at 
his farm: Guillotine. the one-time Green- 
tree star; Steel Bull, purchased in 1959; 
and Whig. a Calumet-bred son of Bull 
Lea. 

Guillotine was purchased after Mackie’s 
late father, McIver Prickett, split with 
his brother, trainer Isaac Prickett. Isaac 
got Noble Creek, the most successful stal- 
lion standing in South Carolina. Guillotine 
had trouble getting mares in foal at first, 
but he now seems to be performing ade- 
quately. 

Steel Bull produced 2 of the better 2- 
year-olds racing in New England last year. 
With the acquisition of him and Whig, 
Mackie was able to sell Old Rockport to 
Dr. Ernest Wooten, a new but enthusiastic 
Columbia breeder who has acquired sev- 
eral nice mares during the past few years. 
Prickett retained breeding rights to Old 
Rockport, perhaps the best-looking stal- 
lion in the state. 


The Wienges Farm 


The Calhoun breeding farm of O. H. 
Wienges and Son lost its stallion Natural 
when the horse died at the age of 14 last 
August. but 2 others will have their first 
South Carolina crops coming to the races 
this year. They are Imarelic (War Relic 
—Neshaminy) and Risque Rouge (*Blen- 
heim I]—Risque Blue). 

The Wiengeses now have 14 mares, in- 
cluding Sugapud, the dam of My Request.

Committee Approves a Merger 
Of Owners, Breeders Groups 


Merger of the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association and the American 
Thoroughbred Owners Association was 
recommended last week by a committee 
appointed at Saratoga last August to study 
the question. The committee’s formal ap- 
proval of the merger was announced at 
Hialeah by the chairman. W. Arnold 
Hanger. Within the next few weeks the 
question is to be presented to the mem- 
bership of each organization. along with 
a request for proxies. 


The proposal to be submitted to the 
voting membership of each group  pro- 
vides for the merger of the ATBA into 
the ATOA., the latter to be the surviving 
corporation, under the name United Thor- 
oughbred Owners and Breeders. Inc. There 
are now 427 members of the 2 organiza- 
tions. including a number of prominent 
figures ‘who hold membership in both. All 
members of the ATBA and founder mem- 
bers of the ATOA would have voting priv- 
ileges, and the organization would be 


governed by the Owners’ by-laws until 
these were changed or amended. 

Under the merger agreement to be 
presented for approval. the first board 
of trustees of UTOB would consist of 
21 trustees. 9 from each of the present 
organizations and 3 who currently are 
members of both. The ATBA committee 
proposes the names of A. B. Hancock Jr., 
Leslie Combs II. and Robert J. Kleberg 
Jr. as trustees representing both existing 
groups. From the present ATBA board it 
also named Dr. Eslie Asbury. Clarkson 
Beard. William du Pont Jr., Louis Lee 
Haggin II. W. Arnold Hanger. Edward 
Lasker. Charles Nuckols. Daniel G. Van 
Clief. and Alfred Vanderbilt. 

At last week’s meeting a committee 
composed of Van Clief. Fred W. Hooper 
(president of the owners’ group). and 
P. A. B. Widener was appointed to nom- 
inate officers for the new organization. 

As property of the ATBA. The Blood- 
Horse and_ its associated publications 


would come under the direction of the 
merged association. The merger agree- 
ment contemplates a 5-man board respon- 
sible for the supervision of these and 
whatever other publications the organiza- 
tion may decide to undertake. 

The committee which last week voted 
approval of the merger consisted of 
Hanger, Vanderbilt, Van Clief. Haggin, 
Lasker. and Combs. Serving as ex officio 
members were Hancock, as president of 
the ATBA, and du Pont, as chairman of 
the board. 


Recommendations 


The Horsemen’s Benevolent Pro- 
tective Association. meeting February 23- 
25 at New Orleans. supported the Jockey 
Guild’s proposal that the riding fees 
should be increased on a scale from $1 
to $5 and adopted 2 recommendations 
to be presented to the National Associa- 
tion of State Racing Commissioners in 
June: 

1. Making it mandatory that tracks per- 
mit races to be run whenever there are 
as many as 6 betting interests of allow- 
ance or $5,000 claiming class. 

2. Requiring that publication of stew- 
ards’ rulings include the way each voted. 

The board requested president Irving 
Gushen to investigate a report that a

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currently operating track had discrim- 
inated against an HBPA divisional com- 
mitteeman in the assignment of stall space. 

At the convention’s open forum, held 
at the Fair Grounds race course on the 
evening of February 24. John S. Letellier, 
track president. gave the welcoming ad- 
dress in which he said that illegal book- 
making in Louisiana had cost the Fair 
Grounds “an estimated 5 million dollars 
in mutuel handle” this winter. He urged 
horsemen to place their bets through the 
track. pointing out that larger purses 
would result from the increased revenue. 

James H. Inglis. Michigan’s racing com- 
missioner. representing NASRC president 
Benjamin Poxson. of Colorado, said that 
several good state racing commissioners 
had been lost through recent changes in 
political administrations. but he hoped 
that the new commissioners would “bring 
new life and vigor” to the organization. 
He supported the HBPA’s recommenda- 
tion to the NASRC Uniform Rules Com- 
mittee that applicants for trainers’ licenses 
be required to submit satisfactory evidence 
of financial responsibility. and he dis- 
cussed the work of the Racing Chemistry 
Research Fund. Inc.. which is sponsored 
by the NASRC. He said that the RCRF’s 
investigation of Butazolidin should “pro- 
vide the answers to many important ques- 
tions to the controversial subject.” Inglis 
stressed the importance of the Thorough- 
bred Racing Protective Bureau and added 
that the withdrawal of 5 race tracks from 
the membership of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations was “disturbing to 
many of the state racing commissioners.” 

Marshall Cassidy. discussing The 
Jockey Club’s school for racing officials. 
stressed the importance of the program 
as a means of providing racing with well 
trained officials. He called for a scale 
of purse distribution based on the class 
of horses. and said that there were too 
manv high-value stakes now being run in 
conflict with each other. John C. Daniel. 
racing secretary for the Fair Grounds 
and Michigan tracks and a representative 
of the Society of North American Racing 
Officials. agreed that there was a need 
for qualified officials. 

Spencer J. Drayton. president of the 
TRPB and executive vice president of the 
TRA. said that the present state of ex- 
cellent co-operation between the TRA 
and the HBPA was due in large measure 
to Gushen. He said that the TRA stood 
ready to assist with any mutual problem 
that might arise. 

Other speakers on the program were 
Len Stroud. central manager of the 
Jeckey’s Guild. and Dr. George F. 
Badame. of the American Association of 
Equine Practitioners. 

On the evening of February 25. J. J. 
Isaacson. general manager of Ak-Sar-Ben 
rece course. was presented the national

Clem's Rough Time 


Clem McCarthy has had a rough time. 
especially since 1957, when he sustained 
crippling injuries in an automobile acci- 
dent. Now 78 years old, Clem has been a 
patient for more than 3 years at the Dres- 
den Madison Nursing Home at 36 East 
67th Street in New York City. Aside from 
the permanent damage resulting from a 
broken pelvis. he has Parkinson’s disease, 
uremia, and paralysis of the left arm. He 
cannot walk or feed himself. He has no 
relatives. and no money; the heavy ex- 
penses for medical and nursing attention 
have drained away all his savings. 

The situation has been brought to pub- 
lic attention by Jack O'Brian the 
New York Journal-American, by Ed Sulli- 
van in his television program, and by 
other writers. As a result of their concern, 
the Clem McCarthy Fund has been estab- 
lished. and contributions may be sent to 
it in care of the Chemical Bank New York 
Trust Company.

Clem McCarthy had a more intimate 
knowledge of racing than any other turf 
writer of his time. and when he began 
broadcasting in 1928 he communicated his 
own enthusiasm for the sport to millions 
of listeners.

Pitt Fined $500 


H. J. (Jimmy) Pitt. suspended by the 
Sunshine Park board of stewards for the 
stimulation of Bel Centauri on February 
7 (The Blood-Horse of February 25. page 
444). was fined $500 by the Florida State 
Racing Commission. for being lax in the 
supervision of his employees. 

The commission. meeting on February 
24, upheld the suspension of Pitt’s assist- 
ant. Jack Andrew Gainer. for the re- 
mainder of the Sunshine Park meeting, 
and ordered that he be suspended an addi- 
tional 60 days, from March 25 through 
May 24. It was further ordered that Gain- 
er be denied the privilege of any race- 
track during the suspension. 

In the case of Woodrow Biggerstaff. 
groom in the Pitt stable. the commission 
upheld the track’s stewards. which  sus- 
pended him for the balance of the meet- 
ing. and ordered that the suspension be 
extended for 60 days for withholding evi- 
dence in the case. 


March 4, 1961 


Hot walker Tom Jell Ward’s license 
was permanently revoked for possession 
of a hypodermic syringe and _ prohibited 
drugs. and the license of hot walker Wil- 
liam H. Carte was permanently revoked 
for conduct detrimental to the best inter- 
ests of racing. 


New Job for Atkinson 


William S. Miller. chairman of the IIli- 
nois Racing Board. last week announced 
the appointment of Ted Atkinson as state 
steward at all Chicago race tracks. At- 
kinson. once one of the nation’s top 
jockeys. will become a resident of the 
state in the near future. 

Atkinson retired as a rider in 1959, 
after a 22-year career. He attended the 
Jockey Club’s school for officials, later 
served as an official at tracks in New 
York and at Keeneland. 


Death of Chamour 


Chamour. 1960 Irish Derby winner. died 
February 9 in Ireland. The 4-year-old 
son of Chamier. a key figure in the suspen- 
sion last year of trainer Vincent O’Brien. 
was found to have been drugged in a 
race at the Curragh in April, 1960. 

Chamour was trained for his Irish 
Derby victory by A. S. O’Brien. brother 
of Vincent. Owned by F. W. Burmann, 


Not even a fractured hip kept Joe 
Hernandez from calling his 10,000th 
consecutive race at Santa Anita Park. 


Chamour, 1957, by Chamier—Cracknel, by 
Manna, also won the Gallinule Stakes. 


$10,000 for $2,500 Horses 


At Santa Anita Park on February 23 
the management offered a $10,000 purse 
for horses which had started in 1960-1961 
for a claiming price of $2,500 or less. 
The race was on the turf at 184 miles, 
and the winner was the 5-year-old gelding 
Groundskinner. The purse was probably 
the largest ever offered for horses that 
had raced so cheap. Mintal and Natoro, 
second and third in the race, each had 
run for $2,500 in 1961. 


Suspension, Operation 


Jockey Chris Rogers was suspended for 
10 days at Hialeah Park for permitting 
Fred W. Hooper’s Crozier to drift out 
near the finish of the Flamingo Stakes 
on February 25. Crozier, beaten a head 
by Carry Back. had twice bumped the 
winner. Rogers got the mount on Crozier 
after the colt’s regular jockey, Manuel 
Ycaza. was suspended for a similar in- 
fraction on Crozier in the Everglades 
Stakes. 

Jockey Manuel Yeaza underwent  sur- 
gery on February 21. at Physician’s Hos- 
pital. Jackson Heights. N. Y.. for removal 
of a plate from his left clavicle. Yeaza, 
currently under a suspension for the bal- 
ance of the Hialeah Park meeting and 
until March 13. will be in a cast for 2 
or 3 weeks. and he will not be permitted 
to ride for another 3 weeks after the cast 
is removed. 


Maybe a Virus 


Trainer Harold Young reported that 
Jacob Sher’s Sherluck. fourth in the 
Flamingo Stakes. ran a very high tempera- 
ture on Sunday after the race. He thought 
the horse’s bad showing might have been 
due to a virus. Sherluck. a close second 
to Carry Back in the Everglades Stakes, 
was beaten 10 lengths in the Flamingo. 


Odds and Ends 


Santa Anita Park honored track an- 
nouncer Joe Hernandez on March 1, when 
he called his 10.000th consecutive race at 
the California track in the eighth race of 
the afternoon. Hernandez called 
every race at Santa Anita since the track 
was opened on Christmas Day of 1934. 

The Maryland Jockey Club and _ the 
New York Racing Association this week 
released the lists of 3-year-olds which 
have been nominated for the 1961 Preak- 
ness and Belmont Stakes. The Blood- 
Horse will publish “Triple Crown” nomi- 
nees immediately after Churchill Downs 
releases the Derby eligibles. 

Daily Racing Form writer Joe Hirsch 
reported that the English stallion Grey 
Sovereign (1948. *Nasrullah—Kong, by 
Baytown) had been sent to a new owner 
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in Japan. The half-brother to the Derby 
winner Nimbus was England’s second- 
leading sire in 1960. 


When White Gown won on February 28 
at Hialeah Park she became Nantallah’s 
third 2-year-old winner at the track. Two 
won their first time out, the other in 
his second start. 


*Talon’s track record of 2:121% for the 
2.200 meters at the San Isidro course was 
established February 23, 1946, and has 
never been beaten. *Yatasto still holds 
the track record of 3:04145 for 3.000 
meters at Palermo. the other race course 
at Buenos Aires.

The Best of 1960 


Moscow. Thoroughbred breeding is a 
relatively limited activity in the U.S.S.R., 
producing fewer than 300 registered foals 
annually, and the number of horses in 
training scarcely exceeds 500. The 1960 
season, nevertheless, was distinguished by 
the performance of several very good 
horses which confirmed their prestige at 
home by turning in an excellent record 
in international competition. 

Most prominent among the 2-year-olds 
was Expert, which won 3 of the 5 prin- 
cipal races for which he was eligible at 
home and gained further laurels else- 
where. At the end of July he won the 
Ministry of Agriculture Prize at the Hop- 
pegarten in East Berlin, and in Septem- 
ber he captured the Peace Prize, principal 
2-year-old race of the international season 
at Warsaw.

Besides win- 
ning the Soviet Derby and other prom- 
inent races at Moscow, including a tri- 
umph over older horses. he was first in 2 
big events at Warsaw. the 2.400-meter In- 
ternational Prize of the City of Moscow 
and the 2.800-meter Great Prize in honor 
of the “Countries of the People’s Democ- 
racy and Socialism.”

The Horse Must Be Exploited 


| have read with interest the many 
articles in your magazine on 2-year-old 
racing and have studied carefully the 
various solutions presented by their eru- 
dite and knowledgeable authors. and | 
have come to this conclusion: While these 
solutions, from abolishing 2-year-old 
racing to increasing the average length 
of the 2-year-old races, are excellent in 
theory, they are not practical or applic- 
able. because they fail to consider per- 
haps the most important single factor in 
racing, that of economy. 


Even racing people are human. They 
want as fast a return on their investment 
as they can get. If a solution makes them 
wait longer for their profits, even though 
greater, or makes them spend more be- 
fore their investment pays off, even 
though it pays more, it is doomed to fail- 
ure. These people have stuck their necks 
out a long way in buying or raising a 
2-year-old, and they don’t want it sliced 
neatly off about the sixth cervical verte- 
bra because their unraced 3-year-old just 
reared over backward and killed himself. 

. Unfortunately, avarice is the strong- 
est of the man-made instincts, and must 
be considered before any solution is 
worthy of trial. 

In nearly all financial setups there is 
a goat, so to speak, and the people in- 
volved in racing are going to make sure it 
isn’t themselves. The only thing left is the 
horse. He must be exploited in order that 
the people make money. If he is exploited 
less. somebody suffers. So really, when 
you consider it. can you think of a better 
system. one that supplies more work. 
money. and satisfaction to everyone con- 
cerned. from bettor to owner, as the pres- 
ent system of racing 2-year-olds? 

More food for thought: The fact that 
owners are willing to sacrifice their 2- 
year-olds for quick returns is borne out 
in the increasing number of excellent 2- 
and 3-year-old claims. More and more 
often stakes winners are reported in The 
Blood-Horse to have been claimed at 2 
or early 3. or to have run in claiming 
reces. Is this an indication of future hard 
times?
